We believe that the public estimate very correctly, the value of the 
theatrical reports, with which we are favored in some of the deily pa- _ 
pers: they give sufficient evidence of the incompetency and careless- 
ness of their writers, and sometimes of their prejudice, and even ma- 
lignity. "The gentleman, who on Monday last acted Macbeth at Co- 
vent Garden, will occupy a high station in the profession which he 
has chosea ; that there were defects in his performance we are ready 
to admit, but they were such defects as are inseparable from a first 
attempt, and we did not think it necessary to dwel] upon objections 
which a second effort wil] remove. No person of discrimination, who 
witnessed the performance, could fail te recognise the existence of no 
ordinary powers, and of great vigour, mental and physical, in the 
conception and execution of the part; and yet two sapient critics in 
‘She Times and Morning Chronicle, pass a sweeping condemnation on 
the whole of it! One of them who has taken especial pains “ to be 
written down ap ass,” conceals his incompetency by a wise avoidance 
of minute criticism, He informs us, that he really does not think 
it werth while to euter in.o the particulars of a performance which so 
utterly failed, that it cannot be repeated! Full well may we address 
him in the words of Shylock, “ O, wise young man, how we do honor 
ihee’”’ Asa contrast to all this, we beg our readers to turn to the 
critiques of the Morning Post a.d New Times, both written by gen- 
tlemen of talent and experience, and bearing every mark of discrimi- 
nation and impartiality. From the Morning Post we moke the fol- 
lowing extract. ‘‘ Iu the early scenes he had not ascertained the de- 
gree of loudness which the space of the theatre required ; and: their 
effect was consequently lost ; but, although he was indistinctly heard, 
his manner bespoke a correet conception of the means best adapted 
to depict a mind like that of Macbeth, influenced and agitated by the 
mysterious predictions of the weird sisters ; the banquet scene, wae» 
also played with much spirit, after the reading of Mr: Yommg, Inthe 
latter scenes, where the curses of ambitions crime gather’ upon the 
head of its victim, the new Macbeth displayed much energy, some 
it false and misdirected ; but frequently and strongly marked with the 
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impress of genius and high talent. The faults of this gentleman are 
those, whieh @ regular course of study and experience in the dramatic 
art will certainly remove ; he is a man of superior talent, snd, in onr 
opinion, the possessor of genius, which, if properly directed, will 
lead him to the honours of a first-rate tragedian.” We trust (hat 
when he makes his second appearance, a Monday evening will wot he 
selected for it, at least until the~holiday time is passed ; the noise aud 
quarreling in the gallery, might have distracted the attention, and de- 
stroyed the efforts of the most veteran performer.
